BERLIN (Reuters)—Chinese and U.S. am¬ 
bassadors meeting in Warsaw have exchanged as¬ 
surances their countries would not attack each 
other, an authoritative East German Communist 
magazine claimed Monday in an apparent reference 
to the Vietnam war.

'"pHE CAMPUS CRISIS which for an unhappy time 
1 not only threatened to split the University of 
Victoria into rival factions on all Its levels but also 
held the danger of creating an unbreachable barrier 
between the faculty and the student body has ap¬ 
parently been solved. 

True, the solution may not have been to the 
satisfaction of all parties concerned—but it is one 
w hich has been Brought about by « show of reason¬ 
ableness and responsibility by both sides. 

Much credit must go to the university’s presi¬ 
dent, Dr. Malcolm Taylor, for his frank approach 
to the problems and his calm determination not to 
be forced into making a rash decision on a matter 
which might have had far-reaching repercussions. 

His obvious personal goodwill and his pledge that 
students will be aUowed to play a greater part in 
university affairs will undoubtedly do much to assure 
better relationship* between the management of the 
university and the undergraduates In the future. 

On this latter point it is interesting to note that 
only last week the British minister of state at the 
Department of Education and Science, Mr. Goronwy 
Roberts, announced strohg government support for a 
more liberal attitude toward students. 

“Much,” he said, “depends on the spirit in which 
university authorities approach the whole question 
of student relationships and student rights. Similarly 
it depenck on the attitude of the student body and 
in particular, on the way it puts forward its case for 
greater involvement in university government. 

“It is much more effective to argue your case 
vertically rather than horizontally, and to make your 
case rattier than lie down and protest about It It 
Is not enough to attract public attention. There must 
be public sympathy. . , 

Certainly Dr. Taylor seems to be tuned to the 
same wave-length as the British minister of educa¬ 
tion. It is to be hoped that others pick up the message 
loud and clear.

Ronald Reagan—Next President? 


I T is disturbing to think that 
toe methods by our govern- 
! ment to impose unification upon 
the armed force* might be used 
by them elsewhere. 

The course of the debate has 
shown clearly that they plunged 
into unification with insufficient 
planning. Does this sort of thing 
happen in the "treasury depart¬ 
ment? 

They have arbitrarily dis¬ 
missed the able and experienced 
technical men who advised 
them either not to unify the 
, forces or to give the matter 
further study. Would the gov¬ 
ernment give similar treatment 
to those who disagreed with 
them and who came under, say. 
the minister of Justice? 

In the light of the large 
number of recent compulsory 
, retirements from the armed 
I forces, it is significant that the 
few officers who claim to favor 
unification are outspoken, most 
oihers are evasive, and those 
who oppose it take care that 
they are not overheard. Why? 
Are other government servants 
under similar clouds? 

The extensive reorganization 
of our armed force* is of such 
grave import to the security of 
the nation that Parliament 
should be permitted free debate I 
without the restriction of politi¬ 
cal party loyalties. It is to be 
debated on strictly party lines. 
The same thing was done for 
the selection of the new flag. 
Will elimination of "God Save 
the Queen" be next, to be 
followed by the Crown Itself? 

Where is our morality and 
whither our democracy?

Plain Canadians 

-THERE ARE SOME, both Inaida and out of the 
1 House of Commons, who continue to urge upon 
the gover n ment of Canada the appointment of 
more French Canadians ss ambassadors. Not 
French-speaking Canadians, specifically, but French 
Canadians. 

It is appropriate to ask why. ■ Is it to be assumed 
that men (rf French origin are better qualified for 
ambaHadorial roles? This would appear to be tha 
belief of Mr. Maurice Allard, a Progre^ve Conaerva- 
tive from Sherbrooke, Que., who haa complained that 
there are Canadian missions abroad staffed exclmdvely 
by English-speaking Canadians. 

That is not to say, however, that they cannot 
speak French. At present more than 25 per cent of 
the staff of external affairs are French-speaking and 
more than 35 per cent are fluently bilingual. 

The emphasis on this French language ability 
may be a trifle overdone. 

It ia unlikely, for example, that French would 
be any moos preferred than English in the bulk of 
Cana chan missions overseas, from the embassies on 
down. The day la long past when French was the 
one acceptable language of diplomacy. 

What Is Important is that Canadian diplomats, 
and those whose duties take them abroad for the ex¬ 
tension of commercial and cultural relations as well, 
have the gift of the tongue ol their boats. 

There are young men in external affairs fluent 
In both French and English and who have a third and 
fourth language as well. For a man cm a mission to 
Moscow It would seem desirable that he should speak 
Russian. And the same applies to the other countries 
of the world. 

Mr. Allard's preference for the French Canadian 
In diplomacy strike* another sour note for less attuned 
ears. It would seem to be reasonable that our rep¬ 
resentatives should go overseas as plain Canadians, 
without any qualification of origin. 

Otherwise we are likely to indicate to those with 
whom we seek harmonious relations a singular lack 
of the same commodity at home.

AS HE HAD PROMISED, Egypt's Gamal Abdel 
^ Nasser has stepped up the terrorist campaign in 
Aden as a means of convincing the representatives 
of the United Nations, studying the situation, that 
no outside interference will be tolerated in the con¬ 
flict between Arab nationalists and the new-born Fed¬ 
eration of South Arabia. 

Although he can scarcely have forgotten it. It 
was the United Nations’ influence which caused Brit¬ 
ain, France and Israel to halt the war against Egypt 
following the nationalization of the Suez Canal in 
1952. ' 

But in this instance he bitterly opposes UN action. 
He prefers to depend upon his friends in the Kremlin 
to forestall any interference with his plans to extend 
his influence in the Arab world. 

It would be interesting to know why, at this junc¬ 
ture, the Soviet foreign minister, Mr. Andrei Gromy¬ 
ko, has made a visit to Cairo. Mr. Grocnyko doesn’t 
make these trips unless he has something important to 
say and it can be assumed a probability that what¬ 
ever his message it will concern Southern Arabia. 

Russia is the supplier of large quantities of arms 
to Egypt, Syria, Algeria and Son alia, and so is deeply 
involved in the affairs of the Middle East. 

While no doubt the Soviet would find entirely 
tolerable revolutionary gains by the so-called Front 
for the Libera,tion of Occupied South Yemen, which 
aims to attach Aden and the 1? neighboring sheik¬ 
doms and sultanates to Yemen, it cannot be' too im¬ 
pressed by the success of Egypt's intervention in the 
area. Egyptian troops have been in Yemen ever since 
the revolt against the monarchy in 1962, and the 
issue is stalemated. 

It is improbable the Soviet relishes the risk of 
•till deeper involvements. 

After all, the Russians are in a position to weigh 
the consequences more dispassionately than the Egyp¬ 
tians, and while their commitment to support Nasser 
Is considerable, it is not open-ended. 

Perhaps Mr. Gromyko will counsel caution.

parental In an attempt to rebut 
charges of a bomb shortage, toe 
Pentagon disclosed that a 
monthly total of 68.000 tons of 
bomba were dropped on tiny 
Vietnam (compared with 80.000 
tons on Hitler’s Europe at the 
height at the Second World War 
and a 29,000-ton peak in toe 
fight againat Japan.) Thl* is 
indiscriminate terrorism on a 
gigantic scale. 

By comparison, Douglas Pike, 
an American USIS employee 
with aoceas to classified infor¬ 
mation, estimates that the "Viet 
Cong” tolled 300 agents sent out 
by toe U-S.-Salgon regime In 
1965; be says that toe Viet Cong 
use* terrorism "judiciously, se¬ 
lectively ud sparingly" and 
tost the number of terrorist in- 
ridsnta has been decreasing in 
racent year#. In addition, some 
loares of civilian bystander* 
were toiled in the VC bombings 
of military personnel of the U.S.- 
Saigcxi regime. The sphere of 
operation of toe VC already 
Include* almost all of Vietnam 
even Saigon, and withdrawal of 
U.S. f trocs would make little 
dtibrenea in this respect. Actu¬ 
ally. the International Control 
Commission reports that, aftpr 
toe withdrawal of the French 
army, the VC (then Viet Minh) 
did aat take raprlrate against 
fi 10- * Vietnamese who had 
fought an the side of the 
French, but that the Saigon 
regime, after manipulation by 
toe U.S., Mopped toe ICC from 
holding the promised election

Announcement Friday by Education Minister Peterson 
that Victoria faces a 4.8-milJ boost in the school rate just 
pointed up what City Hall officials have known for months— 
that It’s going to be a raigh tax year for Victors. 

Ever since they started wrestling with spending esti¬ 
mates. which exceed (15,000,000 this year, aldermen have 
known that it would be virtually impossible to hold the tax 
line at last year’s 62.5 mills. 


Just what will be added to the rate over and above the 
4 6-mill increase for education was not known, but It was 
estimated Monday that It could amount to at least two 
mills, which would bring the total to around TO. 

The education Increase would bring the school rat* to 
a total of 29.3 mills. Increases in teachers’ salaries were 
said to he primarily responsible for the boost, although other 
costs were up as well. 

City Treasurer James Bramley would not estimate the 
1967 tax rate Monday, although he did concede It looked 
like a rough year. 

★ * * 

Aldermen finished the first round of estimafea-alashlng 
two weeks ago. Next week, sitting in committee of the whole 
they will again go over the figures in the hope of paring 
man fat from the fiscal statement.

Amaranthus Molten Fire makes a plant four feet tall with 
flaming red foliage — a plant that hits you in the eye from 
half a block away. Early Splendor makes a great spread ci 
pendant foliage m brilliant scarlet on three-foot plants. 
Aurora k a variegated plant showing in H* leaves all the 
colors of the summer sky at dawn — pink, yellow, orange, 
crimson, apricot, bronze 

Still another Amaranthus represented In the Colankt free 
seed mixture k one called Joseph's Coat Thk k another 
eonversatk* piece, guaranteed to attract attention. The plant 
stands about three feet tall, with richly variegated leaves In 
yellow, green and red.

These are the same seeds I distributed last year. I don't 
ordinarily repeat a seed offer, but last year's seeds created 
so much comment and grew so well in our climate that I was 
farced, by readers’ demands, to telephone Copenhagen and 
make arrangements for another shipment of Amaranthus 
seeds. 

As I mentioned in Sunday's column, the seeds I have for 
you ar# an assortment of different Amaranthus varieties. 
Thk k a pretty big family of plants, and all the different 
kinds are so fascinating, I couldn't make up ray mind which 
variety to order, so I had the seed-growing firm In Denmark 
make up a special mixture containing a little erf thk and a 
little of that. With any luck at all, your Colonkt packet of 
tree seeds should produce at least three different kinds, and 
you may get an even bigger assortment. 


Except for Love-lies-bleeding, all the kinds I have 
mentioned are noted tor their eye-catching foliage rather than 
for their ftoweT*. Prince's Feather, though, k an Amaranthus 
with a flower as dramatic as the leaves. Thk one bears tall 
plumes ralhtr like Pampas Grass but In colors varying from 
maroon to purple, gree n and gold. 

These, then, are some of the Amaranthus plank you can 
expect to grow from your free packet of Cbtontet seeds. In 
tomorrow's column I will provide some notes on how to grow 
them.
